In September last he told me of his 
own accord that ho did not desire the nomina- 
tion for district attorney, and preferred to re- 
sume his private practice of the law. But for 
this statementl should have done what I could. 
In a proper way to secure hfs nomination, 
because Colonel Fellows, who, by long experi- 
ence and unequaled ability, ought to have had 
the call on tho nomination, had also given me 
to understand that he would retire from the 
position he now fills at the close of the year, 
fn this state of affairs the next assistant, Mr. 
Fitzgerald, was tlie natural nominee, and all 
the leaders of the organization to which he be- 
longed seemed to concur in tho propriety of his 
nomination. This conclusion was not tlieworli 
of any one man, hut was tho consensus of all 
the men whose opinion would have weight with 
tho public. In this condition of affairs the 
nom- 


ination of Mr. Nicoll was demanded by certain 
newspapers, which are either not the organs of 
the democratic party or are opposed to its 
principles. Mr. Nicoll, at first reluctant, finally 
succumbed to the gross adulation with which 
his advocacy was accompanied. This Injudic'ous 
course made his candidacy unacceptable to 
self-respootingmen, and Colonel Fellows was 
solicited to acce-t a nomination wh'ch he 
neither expected nor desired. The Repub- 
licans who, In my own case, refused to indorse 
a Democratic candidate, were prompt enough 
to seize tho opportunity to foment discord in 
the ranks of their opponents by the open 
nomination of two Democrats, thus making the 
humiliating confession that they have no men 
fn their own party who have the courage and 
ability to effect reform, promote just ce and 
punish crime. The deduction from the facts is 
olearthattheNicol movemantis in its inception 
a newspaper advertising dodge,and in Us conclu- 
sion a disgraceful stratagem of the Republican 
managers to demoralize the Democratic party 
in the hope that the confusion thus produced 
will determine tho presidential contest of 1898 
in favor of the politicians who were driven 
from power in 1884 by the election of Orover 
Cleveland. The scheme is ingenious, but it is 
based upon the mistaken idea that the people 
are all fools. As to the personal attacks upon 
Colonel Fellows, they are simply disgraceful. 
The more reputable advocates of Niooll see 
this mistake, and such men as Choate, Boot 
and Anderson have generously borne testimony 
to his personal integrity and peculiar qualifica- 
tions for the office of district attorney." 


After praising Colonel Fellows' private 


character, the Mayor continues: 


"I have stated the local Issue. But there is a 


larger and broader view to be taken. Since 
the close of the war the Democratic party have 
made an heroic struggle to reduce taxation 
and reform the National Administration.

founders of this republic bequeathed to 
this people, and which remains unaltered, 
Ihave exercised free speech and bave crit- 
icized the existing condition of society, 
and- succored my fellow citizens with my 
advice, which I regard us the right of 
every honest citizen. 
The powers that 


be may murder me, but they can not legal- 
ly punish me." 


Lings says he "called upon the op- 


pressed masses to oppose the force of their 
oppressors with fo»ce in order to attain a 
dignified and manly existence by secur- 
ing the full returns of their labor. This, 
and. only this, is ths crime proved against 
me." 


Fischer says: "I am no murderer, and

After 
a short stay at St. Louis, McCartney was 
sent to Washington, where he promised 
;o find and give up 3 counterfeit plates, 
two for S50 e«ch and ono for 820.

The Her. Edward Beecher, D. It., mod* 


* 
Hi§'Theories. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. SI.—At No. 183 Macon 


street, Brooklyn, lives the eldest of the dis- 
tinguished Beecher family, Rev. Edward 
Beecher, D. D. He is SI years old, and as 
clear headed and warmly interested in affairs 
as any energetic man o£ 40. This Beecher is 
gentle in spirit, not the least aggressive or 
dominant, and is much more modest than a 
man of attainments so solid and brain so 
fine and strong need to be. Mr. Beecher and 
his wife are alone. Their children are grown, 
married and flown, as household birds are 
sure to do. One son, Robert, a man nearing 
middle age, is a preacher, and more ortho- 
dox, his father says, than he, the father. 


Rev. Beecher has had an active, earnest 


and most useful career, though less known to 


fame than his bril- 
liant brother, the 
lute Henry Ward 
Beecher. He was 
Lorn in East Hamp- 
ton, L. I., Aug. 37, 
1803. In 1810 his 
father removed to 
LitchOeld, 
Conn. 


In 1818 he entered 
Yale college and 
was graduated in 
1822. 
For two 


years, from 
No- 


vember, 1822, he 


EDWARD BEEOHEII. 
taught the Latin 


Grammar school at Hartford, Conn. For 
seven months he studied theology at Andover, 
and for n year and six months he was a tutor 
at Yale college. 


In December, 1820, Mr. Beecher was or- 


dained as pastor or! Park street church, Bos- 
ton. 
He filled that pulpit for four years and 


then aweptcd tlie presidency of Illinois col- 
lege, and held it for fourteen years. He then 
became pastor of Salem church, Boston, and 
was there twelve yeait-. Resigning that, he 
took charge of the First Congiegufcional 
church in Galesburg, Ills., and filled that post 
for fifteen years. During some years of that 
time he lectured in the Chicago Theological 
boimuary on the "Christian Organization of 
Kociety," 


As a journalist Dr. Beecher has done some 


excellent work in religious journals. In 1870 
!i3 removed to Brooklyn, and for a time was 
on the editorial staff ot Tha Christian Union. 
He also preached in various churches in that 
city and vicinity, and at length became mis- 
sionary poblor oil tho Congregational church 
of Porkvillo. 


As an author of theological literature Dr. 


Beecher has made hiy mark. His worltsare:

Uesiiks all this put lorth in a permanent 
form he 'mado many contributions to Tho 
Lpint of the Pilgrims, 1'ho Boston Recorder, 
The Congregationalism, The Independent, The 
Cjuaiterly BibLcal Repository, The Biblio- 
theea Sacra, and The Christian Spectator. 
The=>o articles would make volumes. Some 
fit thorn are very elaborate un'l the result of 
much study. 


Tho two volumes of widest and most 


lasting bcope and interest are the "Con- 
flict 
of 
Ages" and "The 
Concord of 


Ages." 
They 
grapple with tho theory 


of the reincarnation of tho soul, now so much 
espoused by theosophisls and people who in- 
cline to Buddhism. Dr. Beecher thought 
much on tho subject of "the sins of the 
fathers being visited on tho children even 
unto the third and tourth generation,'1 and at 
last it occurred to him, and the light came as 
a flash, that tho ro-embodiment of the spirit 
and letting it bear its own penalties, instead 
oi those of its earthly parents, presented the 
clearest, simplest plan 01 pertect justice. 


When he put iorth that view many said to 


him "But wby punish human beings for sins 
they do not remember to have committed {" 
He ulvi ay8 answered' "Is it not more just to. 
punish them for what they do not remember 
to have done than to punish them for what 
they never did at all;'' Tho "Conflict of 
Ages" created a tremendous sensation in or- 
thodox and ecclesiastical circles when it ap- 
peared thiity-i'our years a0 
ro. 


The fundamental positions which Dr. 


Beecher took m both "Coullict" and "Cou- 
cord" were arrived at atlo1' a long eontmuu i 
mental conflict, in the mul&t of the Unitarian 
controversy and what is called the old school 
and new behool conti <n ersy. 
He adopted 


them in 1827, the first year of his ministry in 
Boston, but they ^ ore so wide reaching and 
momentous, so far ahead of the generally ac- 
cepted thought of the day, that ho felt it a 
duty to study thoroughly their evidences anil 
relations before publishing them. I\Tot till 
Ib53 did the "Conflict of Ages'1 appear. It 
brought out an avalanr-he of reviews, replies 
and criticism. These Dr. Beecher considered 
carefully, and In 1800, in the "Concord of 
Ages," he vindicated the theories put forth 
in tho "Conflict," and also explained the de- 
velopment of the ultimate results of his re- 
embodiment belief. 


The interest which these books aroused 


centered, not in the denial of any funda- 
mental doctrine of the orthodox system, but 
on placing the doctrine of original native 
depravity on the basis of n fall in a pre-ex- 
istent state, instead of the common doctrine 
of tho Call of Adam, supposed to be taught ui 
Rom. v., I'M!).
